In 1660 three 
Roman soldiers, in the dress of their 
country, fully equipped with arms, 
were dug out of J i peat mass near Aber- 
deen. Tbey were quite fresh and 
plump aft i a lapse of about 1/iiai 
years. In 1717 the bodies of Lady 
Kilsyth and her Infant were embalmed. 
In 1790 they were found as perfect a« 
iu tbe hour they were embalmed. 
Every feature and limb was full. The 
infant's features were as composed as 
if he hail only been asleep for eighty 
years. His color was as fresh and his 
tlesh as plump and full as in the perfect 
glow of health. The smile of infancy 
and innocency was on lbs lips. At a 
little distance it was difficult to dls. 
t lug u ish whether Lady Kilsyth was 
alive or dead, Tbe question is, What 
preservative was used, and how ap- 
plied I
